CAR GF ALUMINIUM 
WARE. 


— — 


LUMINIUM has become first favourite 
in kitchenware owing to its lightness 
combined with durability. 

It also has the further advantages of not 
burning or scorching food, or of holding any 
distinctive flavour and imparting it to future 
dishes. 

Owing too to the thinness of the metal, 
only about one-third of the fuel is required 
for cooking, as is the case if thicker and 
heavier pans are used, 

Such a kitchen boon deserves good care, 
and it is essential that the housewife should 
understand aluminium lore. The chief 

rohibition is the use of soda in washing up. 
Boda has a very deleteyious effect on alu- 
minium, turning it black and also rougbening 
the ‘surface. t is best not to use soap 
either, as most soaps contain caustic soda 
as an ingredient. There are now many 
cleansing powders on the market, and one 
of these may be safely used, provided that 
it states definitely on the ‘outside of the 
tin or packet, that it is an aluminium 
cleanser. In such a case there will be no 
injurious in ient. 

After thick foods have been cooked in an 
aluminium pan—such as porridge, thick soup, 
ete.—the utensil should at once be filled with 
cold water and allowed to soak for some time. 
After this, it is easy ‘to remove the softened 
coating of food from the sides, If an alu- 
minium pan is very dirty, it should be 
thoroughly scoured with boiling water, then 
á nto cold water, the ecouring being 

ned. The dirt will easily be removed 
with such treatment. 

Dark stains, such as are caused by the 
cooking of certain vegetables, cen be removed 
by placing a piece of lemon in a panful of 
water and bringing to boiling point. 

An occasional polish with liquid metal 
polish on the outside, and a careful rub-up 
with a soft cloth every time a ‘utensil is 
washed ahd dried, will keep the aluminium 
ware bright and shining. 

It is very little trouble to keep in order, 
if care is taken, and is quite the most suitable 
metal for ordinary kitchen utensils in any 
house, where economy of labour and money 
are points to be taken into consideration.

FOR THE COOK. 
COFFEE CAKE. 

Take two cupfuls sugar, one cupful 
golden syrup, half: cupful butter, one 
small cupful very strong coffee, four and 
and half cupfuls of flour, one poun 
raisins, halt pound currants, three tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, half teaspoon- 
ful powdered cloves, and half teaspoon- 
ful powdered cinnamon. 

Cream the butter and sugar, add to it 
the golden syrup, the beaten eggs and 
coffee; next sift in the flour with the 
baking powder and spices; lastly, stir in 
the call gil fruit. Line the cake tins 
with greased paper, pou? in the mixture 
and bake in a moderate oren. 


MACAROONS. 

Take half pound blanched almonds 
{finely chopped), half pound powdered 
sugar, four whites of eggs. 

Beat the sugar and whites of eggs to a 
very stiff froth, stir in the finely chopped 
almonds, and drop pieces the sige of a 
walnut on greased paper, and bake in a 
quick oven, 


WINTER PIE. 

Take one pound tripe, two onions, one 
pound potatoes. 

Cut the tripe into neat pieces, and 
boil, with the onions sliced and a sprig 
of parsley, for two hours in a very little 
water. When tender strain off the 
liquor, thieken with butter and flour, 
lay the tripe in a pie-dish, pour over 
sauce, Have the potatoes ‘cooked and 
mashed with butter qnd milk; spread 
them over the pie-dish, dot with pieces of 
butter, and put in a hot oven to brown. 


CHEESE STRAWS. 


Cheese strawa are most appetising as 
Savoury, and are quite easy to 2 
Mix together two ounces flour, one ounce 
grated cheese, and one ounce butter, with 
a pinch of ‘salt and a little Cayenne 
pepper, Add just enough cold water to 
mix the ingredients to a stiff paste. 
Then roll it out to about a quarter of an 
inch in thickness, and cut it into strips 
three inches wide. Bake in a greased 
tin in a*moderately cool oven till crisp. 
Arrange them criss cross on a dish, de- 
corate with parsley.

NEW VARIETIES OF TIMBER. 


Many new timbers have been discovered 
by the Timber Committee of the Imperial 
Institute, appointed in 1916 to investigate the 
timber resources of the Empire. 

Eighty-five of the most important woods 
from all parts of the Empire were tested 
in the timber laboratory at the Institute. It 
was found that Mora timber from British 
Guiana, which is classed Al at Lioyd’s as a 
shipbuilding wood, may be suitable for rail- 
Way ajeepers in England. 

A double door and window frame, made 
of Nigerian Iroko, was tested satisfactorily 
as a substitute for teak, being fitted in an 
exposed position at the Inetitute for four | 
years, and it was also found that Nigerian | 
mangroye would be of no use in England 
except as railway sleepers. 

Several West African woods which resemble 
the true West Indian mahogany so closely 
as to be sold ax sach were ewaminoed, ahd 
the vommit ee i of opinion that they will 
have to be renamed in view of the great 
differences in technical character which they 
| exhibit. 

Mahogany is not the only wood which has 
imitators. African teak, often sold as 
African oak, bears no relation to true teak; 
and African oak, which comes from Sierra 
Leone, has no botanical relationship to true 
oak. 


£3,000,000 ROAD. SCHEME, 
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As the result of negotiations which have 
been. completed between the Ministry of 
Transport and the County Councils of London, 
Middiesex, Hertford, Kent, and Essex, a fur- 
ther great programme of road works, in- 
volving a cost of about 23,000, 000, has been 
agreed upon.

A MILLION HOUSES WANTED. 
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Various aspects of the housing problem 
were discussed by Major Harry arnes, 
‘formerly M.P. for — East, at a meet- 
ing oí the Birmingham Architectural Associa- 
tion. To-day, he said, the country was faced 
with a demand for something quite different 
from what had previously been attempted; 
in fact, we had to provide for every section 
of the population houses of a certain stan- 
dard, whether or not they could be paid for.

The report of the Sub- 
Committee appointed by the British Govern- 
ment to study the influence on fish and other 
forms of stream life of washings from bitu- 
minous roads recounts elaborate experiments 
to test the effect of rain washings from 
roads constructed with bitumen upon fish 
life. These 8 have proved conclu- 
sively that, unlike other road materials, bitu- 
men is absolutely harmless in this respect. 

The bituminous surfaces from which wash- 

were collected for physiological 
and chemical examination are laid on Class 
1 main roads, and included: 
(1) Squeegeed coats of bitumen on ordi- 
macadam.

In no case did a representative sample of 
road washing from these surfaces, after ade- 
ey aération, possess measurable toxic ac- 
tion in the undiluted state on fish or other 
form of stream life, animal or vegetable.

the bituminous surface on disintegration.” 

The wideapread use of bitumens, such as 
mexphalte and spramex, for road construc- 
tion and surface dressing is, therefore, en- 
dorsed not only from the standpoint of 
economy and efficiency for modern traffic, but 
also from the important standpoint of the 
harmless nature of rain washing from such 
roads to fish and plant life.

FIRST CABINET MEETING. 


BUSY DAY FOR THE NEW 
MINISTERS. 


From On POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

The Labour Government to-day completed 
all the formalities associated with a change of 
administration, entering the departments in 
Whitehall, and holding a Cabinet meeting, at 
which preliminary decisions were taken.

MR. J. O’GRADY MAY GO AS 
AMBASSADOR.

LONDON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald was at the Foreign 
Office to-day, and held a preliminary con- 
sultation with Sir Eyre Crowe, the Permanent 
Under-Secretary of State, and other officials. 
The recognition of Russia will be one of the 
first steps in foreign policy undertaken by the 
new Goverument. 

It is generally believed that Mr. James 
O'Grady, Labour M.P. for East Leeds, will 
be the first British Ambassador to Moscow.

DAIL AND A SENATE 


AMENDMENT. 


When Lord Glenavy took the chair in the 
Senate at 3 o'clock, the first business on 
the order paper was à message from the 
Dail, asking the Senate to appoint five 
members to a Joint Committee to consider 
procedure in regard to amendments to bills 
made by the Senate. 

The Chairman said that the matter was not 
correctly placed first on the paper, and the | 
first business would be the Fisheries Bill.

with the following amendment made by the 
Senate:—To insert after Section 8 a new 
Section 9, as follows:—‘* No penalty inflicted 
under this Act shall be reduced or remitted 
save on the recommendation of the Judge or 
Justice who imposes such penalty, and any 
recommendation. for such reduction or remis- 
penalty is imposed.”

LORD GLENAVY’S STATEMENT. 


The Chairman said that he had himself 
intended, before the Senate proceeded to dis- 
cuss the matter, to draw attention to certain 
statements made in reference to the House 
in the Dail. As Chairman of the House, 
and entrusted with the maintenance, so ‘far 
as lay in his power, of their privileges under 
the Constitution, he could not allow to pass 
without reference the very exceptional and 
unusual charge made by the Attorney-General 
in the Dail against members of the Senate 
who supported the amendment. The state- 
ment amounted to this—that the Attorney- 
General charged the Senate with having, for 
the indirect purpose of cutting in ’’—that 
was the Attorney-General’s word—upon the 
Constitutional! prerogative of the Executive 
of mercy, passed an amendment which they 

ew, or ought to have known, was foreign 
to the bill, and could only have been passed 
by them in order to carry out that indirect 
IR “a that they had in view. 

When he read the charge first he came 
to the conclusion that his friend the At- 
torney-General had been playing a joke on 
the deputies of the Dail. But as he pro- 
ceeded to read the statement it became per- 
fectly plain that the Attorney-General was 
uite ‘serious, and really meant to suggest 
that Sir John Keane, with the assistance of 
other wild revolutionaries like Senator 
Jameson, Senator Brown, and others, had 
engaged in a conspiracy to destroy the con- 
stitutional prerogative of mercy vested in 
the Executive. 

The Chairman then read from the journal 
of the proceedings of the Dail the report cf 
the Attorney-General’s speech on the lith 
January :— 

"The fact is that this bill does not contain | 
any provision in regard to appeals to the 
Executive, and that it did not contain any 
reference to any power in any persoh to 
remit or vary a sentence, and it is a remark- 
able fact, because this amendment by the 
Senate is not an amendment of anything in 
the bill at all. It is an attempt by the 
Senate to affect the constitutional position 
outside the bill as regards the remission of 
sentences and penalties. It is an attempt 
by the Senate to cut in upon what is recog- 
nised, J Think, in most cases—that there must 
be some constitutional authority in the 
Executive to intervene where wroug is done 
or where a miscarriage of justice has 
occurred.” 

The Attorney-General went on to say, as 
reported in the journal—“ Now this amend- 
ment oí the Senate is not an amendment of 
the bill. It is an attempt... . to amend 
the constitutional position as regards the over- 
riding authority to give relief where a mis- 
carriage may have occurred.” 

He wound up thus:—" The Dail should 
realise that, if we are to assent to this amend- 
ment, it would be assenting to an amendment 
in the Constitution and to a principle outside 
the bill, and something that is not really an 
amendment to the bill at all.“ 


A GRAVE CHARGE, 

That, said the Chairman, was a grave 
charge, and it was supported by the Attorney- 
Genera] by an ingenious and logical argument, 
which was shortly this—These: remissions 
under the Fisheries Acts have not been made 
by virtue of an Act of Parliament. They had 
been made solely in the exercise of the pre- 
rogative which enabled the Executive to inter- 
tere whenever they were satisfied there was 
a miscarriage of justice. Consequently, the 
Attorney-General. said, logically enough, they 
could correct or tamper with that prerogative 
by an amendment that does not touch any- 
thing in the Fisheries Acts. The power of 
remission being conferred, not by the Fisheries 
Acts, but by the constitutional prerogative 
Crown, could not be affected by the 

ill. 

That, he said, was logical, and had the 
facts upon which it ta ad been correct, 
he would have been obliged to concur ;. but 


a =. imposing misconception of the law. 
He (the Chairman) wished in the first place 
to — out that the Attorney-General was 
dealing with what he called remissions in the 
miséarriage of justice, and that the constitu- 
tional position was for Executive—he 
meant the Crown, but he said the Executive— 
to step in and correct those miscarriages. .

It was the 
duty of the magistrate when he imposed a 
penalty to distribute one-third to the infor- 
mant. and the remaining two-thirds to the 
Conservators. 

In the same way with the Licensing Acts 
and Smuggling Acts, penalties were ear 
ſor parties — persons other than the Crown. 
For centuries it had been held that the prero- 
gative of mercy, which the Attorney-Heneral 

escribed as a constitutional authority for 
over-riding miscarriages of justice, never ex- 
tended to penalties of this dass. In the fifth 
year of Queen Victoria’s reign, when the 
Fisheries Act of that year was passed, an ex- 
7 provision was a in, giving the Lord 

ieutenant of Ireland statutory power not te 
remit the penalties, but to remit any punishe 
ment that might be awarded in default of pay- 
ment of the penalty. A few years later the 
public mind became impressed by the fact that 
notwithstanding that smuggling had become 3 
much rarer offence than it was in the old days, 
the heavy penalties imposed by the 
Smuggling Acts were still enforced, and nobody 
had power to remit them, in view of the fact 
that they were disposed to third parties, par- 
liamentary pressure was brought to bear, and 
there was passed an Act, called the Remission 
of Penalties Act. It was under that Act, and 
under it only, that the 64 remissions last year 
could legally have been made. 

The Chairman read the Act, which con- 
sisted of one section, saying— It shall be law- 
ful for His Majesty, or in Ireland for the 
Lord Lieutenant, to femit in whole or in part 
any sum of money which under any Act now 
in force or hereafter to be passed may be im- 
posed as a penalty on a convicted offender, 
although ee money may be payable in whole 
or in part to some party other than the 
Crown, and to extend the Royal merey to any 
person who may be imprisoned for gs inch 
ment of such sum, although the sum may 
payable to some other party than the Crown.“ 


LORD LIEUTENANT’S POWERS. 


They would notice how careful Parliament 
was. It made no reference to the ‘Royal pre- 
rogative, because that did not exist, but it 
gave a statutory power for the first time to 
the Lord Lieuteant to remit the penalties, so 
that the power under which the 64 remissions 
or reductions were made last year was not a 
power under the constitutional pre ive, 
but under an express statute. The only legiti- 
mates or constitutional way in which tha 
Senate, if it wanted to restrict that power, 
could do that would be by amendment of the 
law. So far from the amendment b out of 
order and irrelevant to the bill, it was the only 
way in which the Senate could seek to amend 
If the Attorney-General had realised 
the position he would not have accused the 
Senate of attempting to invade the preroga- 
tive of the Crown. 

From statements made by Ministers be had 
gathered the impression that these remissions 
had been made by the Minister for Home 
Affairs without reference to the Governor- 
General. If that was so, he — said 
that they had been improperly and illegally 
made. The only person under the Statut 
who could ‘make the remissions was the Lord 
Lieutenant, whose constitutional lei bad, 
under the Constitution, as regards this par- 
ticular matter, been transferred in express 
language to the Governor-General. =

The Dail was quite within its powers in 
turning the 4 down on the merits, 
and he was not criticising that in ány way.

If the 
procedure was im any way as indicated, it 
was intolerable; for he always thought a 
judge cultivated the power of excluding from 
his mind irrelevant matter when trying a case, 
It came as a great shock to him to realise 
that that was not the ordinary practice 
and by all accounts political consideration 
and the general effect on the public mind 
were present in the judge’s mind when acting 
In a judicial capaeity. He would be perfectly 
Prepared to aceept any qualification that 
might be suggested, which would ensure a 
prevention of the miscarriage of justice, 


THE QUESTION OF AN APPEAL. 


The Earl of Mayo said that the Chairman’s 
cxplanation of the whole of the Statutes of 
the Fishery Bill and of the remission of 
penalties was very clear. He desired to 
know if this power to remit penalties was 
taken over and adopted with ether certain 
English laws by the Irish Executive. If 
that was so it gave them this power of re- 
mission of penalties. He would also like 
to know if this amendment were stuck to 
and poy ae ony by the Senate was this the 
only case in existing laws of the country 
in which there was no appeal, because if that 
were so it was a very serious ition for 
them to take up.

to. take such measures as would lead to the

and was.a guarantee of liberty, and that the 
Constitution of the State, with all its faults, 
was nevertheless a guarantee of their liberty.

THE RELEASES, 

The Minister for Home Affairs, replying, 
repeated the arguments for the bill which he 
put forward in the Dail, and said that the 
number of prisoners interned without trial 
had been reduced from 12,000 at the be- 
ginning of 1923 to 1,850 on Ist January, 
924, and was now about 1,500.

Mr. Milroy—Why? 

Mr. Hogan replied that all these analogies 
were false. America, for instance, had pros- 
pered under Protection, while England had 
prospered under Free Trade. 

To come to the case ag it affected Ireland, 
the first thing they had to consider was not 
Protection and not Free Trade, but whether 
they would enforce a tariff on any particular 
article of import or protect any existing in- 
dustry, or protect the birth of an tential 
industry in the country, They hed to re- 
member that agriculture. was their real in- 
dustry, and that for all practical purposes, 
if they left beer and whiskey industries out 
of acconnt, agriculture was the only industry 
worth speaking about. Agricultural produce 
represented 75 per cent. of the exporta of 
the country, and 80 per cent. of the real 
wealth of the country was agricultural 
produce. 

The cost of living figure was 80 per cent. 
more than in pre-war days, while the index 
figure: of what the farmer received for his 
produce was only about 40 per cent, over pre- 
war rates. That was what he would cail 
absolutely uneconomic circumstances. 

He would like to protect certain industries 
other than agriculture.

The fact 
wag that the Government could not adopt 
any policy that would seriously interfere and 
injuriously affect the present overhead charges 
in connection with agriculture. 

He was not saying that it may not be pas- 
sible to adopt @ limited system of protective 
tarifis which would — to develop certain 
industries without? affecting the position of 
the farmer to any extent. It could be done, 
and may be done, but if a beginning were 
made it should be done very carefully.
